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Preparation <For “@he Lord’s Return 


“Therefore whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them, I will liken him unto a wise 
man, which built his house upon a 
rock,” Matt. 7:24. 


The parable with which our Lord 
summed up His sermon on the 
mount is both practical and proph- 
etic. The house that was built on 
the rock represents those who are 
building their structures on Christ 
and His teachings. The storm will 
test these houses and all those who 
have built on the rock will be safe 
from the oncoming storm that is 
sure to test them. 


As we see the conditions that 
are existing today and how far 
many who profess to know God are 
living from Him, it brings to us 
alarm. Those who are _ building 
their houses on the shifting sands 
of human righteousness, beautiful 
as it may appear outwardly and as 
many attractive objects as it may 
contain, will go down with a crash 
under the threefold test of rain, 
flood, and tempest. What is true of 
individuals is true of societies and 
states. Those founded upon the su- 
premacy of Christ have stability. 

The Church is the grand ex- 
ample, built by men who went 
down to the Rock of Ages. It out- 
lasts the fall of emperors. “On this 
rock,” said Christ, “I will build my 
church, and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it.” Those in 
our day who are building churches 
on foundations of modern scholar- 
ship, social regeneration, evolu- 
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tionary philosophy, and a hundred 
schemes for selfish advantages, are 
but building fools’ houses. The true 
Church, who strictly adheres to 
the doctrines and teachings of Je- 
sus Christ, the apostles and proph- 
ets, will stand every raging storm. 
The Lord closed this sermon with 
a solemn warning—‘‘great will be 
the fall thereof.” The despairing 
cry of many blind leaders of the 
blind as the closing age comes to 
a close, will be that of disappvint- 
ment and failure. 

“Having your loins girt about 
with truth,” Eph. 6:14. Some of 
these days or nights while men are 
busy with the common pursuits 
and cares of life, everything rolling 
on in its accustomed course, Jesus 
will suddenly step off the portals 
of glory and with the trumpet of 
God and the voice of an archangel 
the dead will be raised and we that 
are alive and remain will be caught 
up together with Him and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord. Un- 
known to the gay world, here one 
and there one, those who are ready 
will secretly disappear like Enoch 
who was not found because God 
had translated Him. They shall 
vanish from the company of others 
about them, and ascend to their re- 
turning Lord. Strange announce- 
ments of these disappearings will 
appear in the morning papers. 
There will be great excitement 
among the people, looking for their 


loved ones. There will be great 
commotion in this old world of 
ours, and for the first time 
apostate christendom and the slow 
in heart to believe all that the 
prophets have written, will have 
the truth brought home to them. 
They will realize that such chris- 
tianity as theirs is insufficient to 
put men among the accepted of the 
Lord. 

Dear ones, these are neither 
dreams nor fables; they are reali- 
ties set forth in the infallible truth 
of God, and as literally true as any- 
thing else in the inspired Word, 
and as you value the prize of our 
high calling in Christ Jesus and 
take this Book as_ the _ infallible 
guide, be not faithless but believe.

I will send thee to Jesse the Beth- 
lehemite: for I have provided me a 
king among his sons,” 1 Sam, 16:1. 

Israel’s Demand For A King 

In Israel’s desire to be like other 
nations and to adhere to warld 
conformity as a nation, she reject- 
ed theocracy and asked fora 
king. 1 Sam. 8:5. Such had been 
provided for in the Palestinean 
covenant, Deut. 7:15, but the de- 
sire to be like other nations whicl. 
had not Jehovah as their deliverer. 
made no allowance for the mani: 
festation of the divine, therefore, 
God insisted, “Thou snult...... 
set him king over thee, whom the 
Lord thy God shall choose.” 


Divine Selection and Approval 

In that it was Jehosah’s eove: 
nanted people, it was necessary 
that selection and approval should 
be invested in Jehovah, therefore, 
the manner of selection ‘ollows 
that “there was a man ot Benja- 
min, whose name was Kish, the 
son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, the 
son of Bechorath, the son of 
Aphiah, a Benjamite, a mighty 
man of power And he had a son, 
whose name was Saul, a choice 
young man, anda goodly: and 
there was not among the children 
of Israel a goodlier person than 
he: from his shoulders and upward 
he was higher than any of the peo- 
ple,” 1 Sam. 9:1, 2. 


After a ceremony of circum- 
stances which particularly reveal- 
ed Saul as God’s temporary choice, 
God commanded Samuel to anoint 
him king. ‘“‘Then Samuel took a 
vial of oil, and poured it upon his 
head, and kissed him, and said, Is 
it not because the Lord hath 
anointed thee to be captain over 
his inheritance?” 1 Sam. 10:1. 
“And the Spirit of the Lord wil 
come upon thee, and thou shalt 
prophesy with them, and shalt de 
turned into another man,” V. 6. 
“And when they came thither to 
the hill, behold a company of pro- 
phets met him; and the Spirit of 
God came upon him, and he pro- 
phesied among them,” V. 10. 

A Figurative Head 

Saul as set over God’s “inheri- 
tance” was a figurative head, as 
was also Adam. Both were typical 
of Christ our Lord from heaven. 


Saul means “asked for,” a big man 
physically like other kings. In Saul 
there was much that was good, but 
hidden evils developed which ren- 
dered him unfit for the constitu- 
tion of a monarchal head. In this 
he was like Adam, he was the an- 
swer to human conception of a 
king. ““Man looketh on the out- 
ward appearance, but God looketh 
on the heart.” In God’s sight there 
was not a goodlier person in Is- 
rael than he but it was not said of 
him as it was of David, “A man af- 
ter my own heart.” 
Kings and Prophets 

In Saul, David, and Solomon 
who were all typical heads, the of- 
fice of king and prophet was com- 
bined. In this sense they were all 
of them like Christ, God’s true 
prophet and king. Saul as a king 
made good as long as_ he obeyed 
God. When he disobeyed God both 
the kingly and prophetical offices 
were rendered void. Only so long 
as a vessel serves the divine pur- 
pose, is it of actual benefit unto 
God. 

God’s Provision 

Saul was merely a selection, 
who, having certain qualities, was 
capable of making good under di- 
vine guidance. In David there was 
a “provision” from God for a king 
over Israel. In Saul there was a 
provision only so far as to satisfy 
Israel’s demand for a _ king. In 
David there was provision not to 
satisfy the people alone, but to 
especially satisfy Jehovah with 
whom the Abrahamic covenant 
rested and depended for its com- 
plete fulfillment. Saul was self- 
willed and stubborn. David was 
obedient and submissive. David 
means “‘beloved;” Saul as we have 
already stated, means “asked for.” 
In Saul there was the human de- 
sire Godward. In David there was 
the divine desire humanward. The 
human merely asks but God loves, 
therefore, in His provision there is 
a means of transmitting His love 
to the creation. David was small 
and ruddy while Saul was large 
and physically strong. David trust- 
ed God and exclaimed, “By thee I 
have run through a troop; and by 
my God have I leaped over a wall,” 
Psa. 18:29. 

David’s Early Training 
The most important of this was 
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learning that God was with him. 
When he was brought unto Saul as 
a prospect to meet Goliath in bat- 
tle and deliver Israel, David, being 
armed by Saul with his armor, re- 
fused to go to battle with them, 
preferring his slingshot and five 
smooth stones. Five is the num- 
ber of grace. “For by grace are ye 
saved,” Eph, 2:8. David was a pro- 
vision of grace. We are in the day 
of grace and need God’s choice 
and provisions. Man’s choice and 
provisions will confuse and lead to 
ruin. The stone that smote Goliath 
was typical of the smit:ng stone of 


“Daniel 2:34-45. It was a propheti- 


cal foreview of the Messianic 
kingdom crushing Gentile powers 
and subduing them before God’s 
anointed. This stone was taken 
from the brook which was also 
another mark of God’s provision 
by grace. Waters are _ typical of 
grace. Isa. 35:6; 55:1; 66:12; Ps. 
46:4. 

Defeat of World Power Fore- 

shadowed 

David’s reliance was on God, not 
his stature, not his education, not 
his superiority, “but God.” His 
plea was, “Thy servant kept his 
father’s sheep, and there came = 
lion, and a bear, and. took a lamb 
out of the flock, and I went out af- 
ter him and smote him, and deliv- 
ered it out of his mouth: and when 
he arose against me, I caught him 
by his beard, and smote him and 
slew him. Thy servant slew both 
the lion and the bear: and this un- 
circumcised Philistine shall be as 
one of them, seeing he hath defied 
the armies of the living God,” 12 
Sam. 17:34-36. The lion and the 
bear are symbols of Babylon and 
the Medo-Persian empires which, 
along with other Gentile powers, 
shall be subdued by Christ, the 
seed of David who is actually God’s 
“beloved” Son of whom David was 
a type. 

Our Need 

What leaders need is God and 
faith in Him. Big men without God 
are a failure. Big men or little men 
plus God are a success. Israel made 
the fatal mistake of asking for a 
king. What they needed was God. 
In the selection of officials or pas- 
tors to oversee or pastor churches, 
we need the voice of God. To cast 
a vote for an official or pastor 
without knowing who God wants, 
is to put the management of di- 
vine things under human admoni- 
tion. If God may direct us, we are 
sure of success. If man does it, we 
are sure of defeat.

How to Gonduct a Sunday School 


Of all the institutions for the 
spread of the gospel connected 
with the modern church, the Sun- 
day School holds a place far high- 
er than any other. Any attempt 
to belittle it or to make it inferior 
to other means of extending the 
kingdom is shortsighted in judg- 
ment and usually disastrous in ef- 
fect. No other evangelical meth- 
od is so fruitful of results as the 
Sunday School. No other way of 
teaching the Bible is so successful. 
No other single means of inculcat- 
ing the basic doctrines of Christi- 
anity achieves the desired end so 
thoroughly. The reasons for this 
state of affairs are many. 


In the first place, the Sunday 
School begins its work upon the 
receptive mind of the child, plant- 
ing the seeds of the Christian life 
at the most important and favor- 
able time of life. Truly indeed has 
it been said, “Train up a child In 
the way it should go end when he 
is old he will not depart from it.” 
The little one that goes into the in- 
fant class and hears about the 
wonderful life of Christ cannot fail 
to remember the story of that life 


and profit by it. As years pass the 


child is promoted from one class to 
the other, slowly expanding in 
knowledge of the Bible and the 
things of the religious life, ana 
gradually assuming broader and 
deeper ideas regarding Christian 
affairs. The good work begun in 
the infant class has its reward 
when, as a youth or a girl in the 
teens, the pupil is added to the 
membership of the church as a 
veritable child of God and another 
priceless soul is saved. There is no 
doubt among ministers and church 
workers that the Sunday School is 
the greatest of all feeders of the 
church. Its results are more regu- 
lar and satisfying than those of 
the revival, surer than those of any 
other type of church work, and 
more productive of good and use- 
ful workers. 

Another reason why the Sunday 
School should be fostered and en- 
couraged and thought over and 
worked with, rests in the fact that 
in the rising generation is to be 
found always the future church. 
The boy and girl of today are the 
church workers of tomorrow; the 
earnest, serious, Bible student in 
this year’s Bible class will prove 
to be the minister, the deacon, or 
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the superintendent ten years 
hence. The young woman teacher, 
with her class of boys or girls, not 
far hence will be teaching boys 
and girls that will call her mother, 
and thus will go on from year to 
year the constant growth and 
spread of God’s kingdom through 
the agency of the Sunday School 
alone. 


There can be no question what 
the church’s duty is toward this 
great institution. The congrega- 
tion that neglects its Sunday 
School is storing up trouble for it- 
self, and soon or later must feel 
the weight of God’s_ displeasure. 
Look around and see if this is not 
true. Find a poorly handled or a 
neglected Sunday School and un- 
der the same roof you will find an 
unsuccessful, weak, and dying 
church, Find a live, progressive, 
and interested Sunday School and 
you also will find a growing, con- 
secrated, and energetic church. Qf 
all the great institutions that have 
sprung upin and around the 
church within the last century, not 
one equals the Sunday School for 
the amount of work it does and for 
the wide area over which this work 
is spread, and not the least of the 
good it does is the taking of Christ 
and the Bible into homes where 
the Son of God and His Word never 
have been before. 


How shall the Sunday School be 
conducted? The question is one 
most difficult to answer. It is be- 
ing asked by thousands of pastors 
in thousands of churches all over 
the land, not only in small church- 
es with small schools but in big 
churches with big schools. Ways 
and means are changing constant- 
ly, new methods are being devised 
all the time, new programs and 
new schemes for management and 
teaching are always being thought 
out. This makes it difficuit to out- 
line a single method for the con- 
duct of a school, especially when 
the very best minds of the various 
denominations profess themselves 
puzzled over different phases of the 
subject, but all unite in declarm,, 
that the Sunday School is vitally 
important as a feature of church 
life, that it must never be aban- 
doned, that all energy must be de- 
voted to building it up and increas- 


ing its efficiency, and that to lay 
down a rule and say, “Here is the 
best way to run a Sunday School,” 
and make that rule apply in all 
cases, is impossible. Nevertheless, 
certain principles are at the base of 
the matter in any way in which it 
is viewed, and may be followed in 
all cases. They can be stated in the 
shape of six cardinal principles, set 
down in the following .order: 

1. Teach God’s Word thorough- 
ly, perfectly, and accurately. 

2. Aim for the salvation of ev- 
ery soul in the school. 

3. Train the members for active 
Christian service in the Church and 
world. 

4. Aim to have the school spread 
God’s kingdom. 

5. Make the Church a home to 
the pupils—their church home. 

6. Keep the boys and girls inter- 
ested, no matter what their age. 

In conducting a Sunday School, 
as in repairing an automobile or 
in digging a ditch, it is first neces- 
sary to have tools with which to 
work. The first thing, of course, is 
to have a suitable room. Not all 
churches, even in towns and cities, 
possess any other large room than 
the one in which the regular 
church service is held. Under such 
circumstances it is therefore im- 
possible to hold the school any- 
where else. But, so far as is possi- 
ble, there should be a_ separate 
room for the school, so arranged 
that the Bible and infant classes 
can be shut off into smaller rooms 
of their own. The work in both 
these departments is of sucha 
character that special apartments 
are almost a necessity for them, 
during the study hour at least. 
During the opening and closing 
exercises it is wisdom to have the 
entire school together and there- 
fore the ideal Sunday School room 
is one with moveable partitions 
which can shut off the different de- 
partments or throw all into one at 
the pleasure of the superintendent. 
But such arrangements as these 
are not always possible, especially 
in small and country churches. In 
such cases the best of the situa- 
tion, whatever it may be, must be 
made; but in all cases it is advis- 
able to remove the infant and Bible 
departments as far from the main 
body of the school as the size of 
the room or the church will permit. 


No Sunday School is fit to begin 
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work unless well supplied sith 
Bibles. Most of the vtachers, of 
course, will have Bibles of their 
own. The same thing should be 
said of the pupils. Children should 
be taught to get a Bible for them- 
selves. The putting away of the 
money necessary to buy one may 
result in fortune and wealth at a 
future day. It should be made a 
point of honor and merit among 
the classes that each pupil have his 
or her own Bible and have it at 
Sunday School every Sunday. The 
class or classes having all Bibles 
present should be rewarded by be- 
ing called the honor or excelsior 
classes of the day. In the larger and 
better provided communities this 
state of affairs will not be difficult 
to bring about; but it doubtless will 
not be so easy in the more thinly 
settled and poorer country dis- 
tricts. Still, an effort should be 
made to attain it. If the pupils 
cannot provide their own Bibles, 
the church should make an effort 
to do so. A Sunday School without 
the Bible is like a locomotive with- 
out steam. 


No matter what the size of the 
school, it should be thoroughly or- 
ganized. Small or large, it should 
have proper officers, each fitted for 
the place, in so far as the material 
at hand will permit, and each doing 
his or her work and nothing else. 
The wisdom of this policy has been 
proved a thousand times. Anything 
in which a number of people are 
concerned or are at work, whether 
it be a Sunday School, a company, 
a business, or a nation, must not 
be permitted to go along in a hap- 
hazard manner, else it will soon 
break up. There must be method 
and system. To provide these es- 
sentials there must be persons to 
superintend, oversee, carry out, 
and, above all, to plan. In the first 
place, there should be a superin- 
tendent. He should be chosen by 
vote of the whole church, or 
school, and the greatest care 
should be taken that he be fitted 
for the post. He should be a man 
whose faith and devotion are above 
question; he should have some tal- 
ent in the Bible and _ religious af- 
fairs and have an aptitude for 
teaching. At first glance this 
seems a large list of qualifications, 
but nearly every _ church 
has such a man. He should be per- 
mitted to choose a_ secretary and 
a treasurer for the school, although 
this is not always the custom. He 
also should have something to say 
regarding the choice of teachers. 
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Since he is to work with them and 
they with him, it is only wisdom 
that his wishes should be respected 
regarding them. If the Sunday 
School is a small one, the office of 
secretary and treasurer should be 
consolidated. 


The school should be graded; 
the entire membership should be 
separated and classed according to 
age and sex. In the Bible and in- 
fant classes the sexes may be mix- 
ed; in the others it is advisable to 
have the boys and girls in separate 
classes. All the children below a 
certain age should be placed in the 
infant class. Between this and the 
Bible class there should be at least 
two divisions—one of juniors and 
another of seniors. Promotion 
should be made yearly, the brighter 
pupils going into higher classes. In 
large schools it is often found ad- 
visable to make one or more sub- 
divisions between the juniors and 
the seniors in the shape of the first 
and second intermediate classes. 
The Bible class should be com- 
posed of the older and more ad- 
vanced pupils. It should be taught 
by the pastor, or one of the dea- 
cons or elders, if the school is a 
large one. In small schools the su- 
perintendent often has charge of 
it. It is well to give each class a 
name, in honor of some famous 
pastor, missionary, or elder of the 
denomination, or some place fa- 
mous in the Bible. This tends to 
give the class a_ distinction of 
which it can be proud 


The teacher in the Sunday 
School is like a pilot in a ship. The 
pilot has in his charge the guiding 
of the vessel with its précious car- 
go of passengers and freight; the 
teacher has the responsibility of 
guiding a human soul to its haven. 
It is a great privilege to be a teacn- 
er, as well as a most difficult task. 
Still, we must remember that Je- 
sus was a teacher and that He 
commanded His people to teach a& 
ter He was gone. Before beginning, 
the teacher should have a good 
working knowledge of the Bible. 
This doesn’t mean the lesson for 
next Sunday, but the entire Book. 
The teacher should have tact and 
patience, should know something 
of how to handle children, and 
should endeavor to make Sunday 
School interesting. Above all, the 
t@éacher should have a hankering 
to save souls. He or she should be 
kind, good-tempered, pious, and 
winning. Kindness often quells an 
unruly boy much more rapidly 
than cross words and humiliation. 
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An effort should be made to study 
the individual minds of the pupils 
and to fit the treatment to each 
particular case. The teacher should 
constantly be striving to increase 
his or her teaching capacity. This 
can be done by study of the Bible 
and with the aid of one or more 
of the many teacher’s helps _ that 
are issued and which cost very 
little. The pastor should aid in this 
work of increasing the teachers’ 
efficiency. There should be a week- 
ly meeting of the feaching staff, 
and the lesson should be gone over 
carefully, the pastor giving those 
present the benefit of his superior 
knowledge in getting at the 
thoughts in the lesson and explain- 
ing them. The teachers’ meeting 
can also be used asa _ sort of a 
council for the consideration of 
plans for the betterment of the 
school. It will be found to be very 
useful and soon grow to be indis- 
pensable.

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“Mhat is Man? 


EDITH CLARKSON 


I feel led to express a few 
thoughts on this wonderful sub- 
ject, What is man? I can say that 
he is the noblest of God’s creation. 
Let us look at Psa. 8 and you will 
see that all through this Psalm the 
great liability the Lord laid on man, 
also at Job 7:17, 18, ““What is man, 
that thou shouldest magnify him? 
and that thou shouldest set thine 
heart upon him? And that thou 
shouldest visit him every morning 
and try him every moment?” in 
order to find out what he is, we 
will now take a look into the lives 
of some well-known Patriarchs.We 
shall have to begin at the creation. 
I hear, in Gen. 1:26, the voice of 
God saying, ““Let us make man In 
our image.” So man was made in 
the image of God also, into whose 
nostrils the Lord God breathed the 
breath of life. Behold, Aacem, a. liv- 
ing, holy man, getting a command- 
ment direct from God. We next see 
him in the garden of Eden, master 
of all God’s creation, disobeying 
God by forgetting to keep the com- 
mands he received. Gen. 3:6. We 
now see poor Adam outside of the 
garden a complete failure, thru 
disobedience. Gen. 3:23, 24. 


We shall now call on Noah. He 
was a just man, perfect in his gen- 
erations, he found grace in the 
eyes of the Lord. Gen. 6:8, 9. God 
made a covenant with him, besides, 
he had a wonderful plan for him 
to fulfill. It repented the Lord that 
He had made man on the earth, 
and it grieved Him at his heart. 
Gen. 6:6. But we hear God now 
commanding Noah to build an ark, 
so that a specie of every living 
flesh on (or in) earth should be 
brought into this ark, in order that 
they could be kept alive and safe 
from the awful flood that was 
soon to destroy the whole world. 
The time came when this wonder- 
ful ark was finished, then two of 
every living thing entered the ark, 
(along with them Noah and all of 
his house) and the Lord God shut 
the door. And Noah did according 
unto all that the Lord commanded 
him. Gen. 7:5. How much this 
story brings to our minds the call 
of the church. I hear Jesus saying, 
Come unto me, all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden and I will g:ve 
you rest. Matt. 11:28. Christ is the 
ark, fly to His breast. What hap- 
pened to Noah? He failed on the 


last, for he became very intoxicat- 
ed, so he could never do as .. pat- 
tern of temperance. We will now 
have a view on the life of Abraham. 
His whole life (as it were) and his 
journeys where ordered by God. 
Gen. 12:1. He held frequent inter- 
courses with the Lord, and enter- 
tained angels. Gen. 18. He was 
called ‘the friend of God,” James 
2:23. Abraham believed God and it 
was imputed unto hfin for _ right- 
eousness. He was called upon to 
offer a sacrifice that no other fa- 
ther had ever been called upon to 
perform. It was that of giving up 
his only Son, the promised seed, 
as a burnt offering unto his God 
and it was to be offered by his own 
hands. Abraham never stopped to 
consider the matter, his faith and 
filial obedience in God was_ so 
strong he actually would have done 
the act if God had not stopped him. 
See Gen. 22:12. Does not this inci- 
dent remind us of God our Father 
giving up the Only Begotten Son 
as a sacrifice for the whole world 
of sinners? Yet there was no voice 
of pity, nor any way of escape, the 
whole transaction had to be carried 
out. I will not say anything more 
on this but leave my _ readers to 
compare the two sacrifices and see 
what each means to them. Let us 
again turn to Abraham, he was the 
first to pay tithes, Gen. 14:20, yet 
for all this he fails. We see in Gen. 
16 that he tried in his own way to 
get a son (by obeying his wife) 
also on two occasions he denied 
the possession of a wife, through 
fear, by affirming that she was his 
sister. Thus, he too fails. 


Jacob is next, we will now see 
who he is. This patriarch was one 
of renown. He was the father of 
twelve sons, thus we get the 
twelve tribes of Israel. Once he 
wrestled with the Lord, and pre- 
vailed and received a blessing from 
Him, thus his name was changed 
from Jacob to Israel. ‘‘And he said, 
Thy name shall be called no more 
Jacob but Israel for as a prince 
hast thou power with God and with 
men and hast prevailed.”’Gen.32:28. 
It was thru Jacob we first learned 
of the house of God. Gen. 28:16. 
Jacob was well blest by both God 
and man. His going down into 
Egypt is very significant. Well, 
poor Jacob, he reaped just what 
he sowed, he deceived and was 
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very much deceived. He could 
never be taken as a pattern. What 
is man? We will call on Moses so 
as to have a view of his life. The 
wonderful way in which he was 
kept alive and safe as a baby and 
his entering into Pharaoh’s home 
and receiving the full training as 
becometh a son of Pharoah’s 
daughter shows the wonderful 
dealing and guidance that the Lord 
has toward man. Moses was given 
an extraordinary commission, that 
of taking the children of Israel vut 
of bondage in Egypt to Canaan 
the promised land. Through the 
commands of the Lord he wrought 
wonders. We will now pass by the 
judges and take a view at a few 
of the kings of Israel. Saul was tne 
first one of them. Everything went 
well with Saul until David came on 
the scene. After the battle of the 
Philistines where David slew Go- 
liath and was returning from the 
slaughter (1 Sam. 18:6, 9) then 
envy came into his heart, and from 
hence an evil spirit possessed him 
at times. He tried many times to 
kill David, but the Lord was with 
David, so he escapes as many 
times. So Saul went from bad to 
worse, till finally he committed 
suicide. 

What is man? David is now call- 
ed up. He was a man after God’s 
own heart. We are grateful to him 
for a great many psalms. He was 
a good and mighty king. But, O 
what is man? He committed two 
great sins in the sight of God and 
man. See 2 Sam. 11. David too 
fails. His son, Solomon, is now 
called. Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the earth for riches and 
for wisdom. 1 Kings 10:23. He 
built a magnificent temple for the 
Lord. But the love of too many 
wives turned his heart to idolatry, 
1 Kings 11:4, for “this” the king- 
dom was rent (or divided). So he 
too fails. 

We'll now make a change from 
the Old to the New Testament. We 
now come to Jesus, the man. See 
Heb. 2:9. But we see Jesus, who 
was made a little lower than the 
angels, for the suffering of death, 
crowned with glory. and honor, 
“that He, by the grace of God, 
should taste death for every man, 
also verse 17, Wherefore, in all 
things it behooved Him to be made 
like unto His brethren, that He 
might be a merciful and faithful 
High Priest in things pertaining to 
God, to make reconciliation for 
the sins of the people. Also see St.

Between Saul and David was 
that Saul depended upon his own 
wisdom and armies. while David 
depended solely upon God.

You don’t have 
to fight and war for a position. 
Better not have a position out of 
the will of God.

Without Him we 
will go on the rocks; with Him we 
will go on the Rock. There is a 
vast difference in “make haste to 
help me, O God,” and “I have kept 
the commands of the Lord,” when 
the sheep are bleating and the cat- 
tle are lowmg all around us.
